He says that in one year he has 
raised as much as 20,0(10 bu.shels 
of wheata and 25,000 bushels of 


corn on the lowland farm, limides 
using the hills for grazing. 
But Runyan says lowland farms 
are not productive every year. 
Periodic flooding can destroy an 
entire crop, erode the land into 
the river or place it on the other 
bank 
Caain, Duerfeldt and Prichard 
say that 100 bushel per acre corn 
IS almost always possible on the 
lowlands. In fact, they say, almost 
any type of crop can be grown on 
the sandy soil.

Prichard sayi, however, that un­ 
til a little more work is completed 
on the river he does not plan to 
reclaim a large portion of his land. 
He said he will plant more corn 
this year and will »pray the willow 
growth (Ml untilled land. The dead 
willow branches will be burned 
thi.s fall and plowed under next 
spring for cultivation.
